Mr. McKinley said that the bill as it would 
be printed contained all the changes which 
had been recommended by the conference 
committee. Wherever a paragraph had been 
amended that paragraph would appear in 
small capitals. As to many of the principal 
features of the bill the points of disagreement 
had been perfectly well understood for weeks, 
and it was perfectly understood what the con- 
ference committee had recommended. It was 
late in the session. Gentlemen on both sides 
were anxious to get home; and he must insist 
upon the consideration of the report after the 
reading of the journal tomorrow. 

Mr. McMillin thereupon insisted upon the 
reading of the conference report. The read- 
ing of the report was not completed when the 
hour of 6 o’clock arrived and the House took 
a recess, the evening session to be for the con- 
sideration of private pension bills. Before 
the recess Mr. McKinley offered for reference 
a resolution for the final adjournment of 
Congress on Tuesday next at 2 o’clock. 


Changes Made by the Committee. 

The conference committee had to deal with 
464 amendments, many of them involving 
cardinal differences of principle in treatment 
and many were the sub of bitter contro- 
versy between conflicting interests. In the 
more important items of this kind the result 
of the committee’s action was as follows: 

The date when the bill is to take effect was 
made Oct. 6. Feb. 1 next is fixed as the alti- 
mate date upon which goods deposited in bond 
before Uct. 1 may be withdrawn at the old 
rates of duty. 

In the case of sugar the conference in place 
of the uniform ty of two cents on grades 
of eighty and above provided by the. House, 
included maple-sugar and adopted the follow- 
ing provision: 

That on and after July 1, 1891, and until July 1, 
1905, there shall be paid, from any moneys in the 
treasury not otherwise appropriated under the 
provisions of Sec. 3,689 of the revised statutes, 
to the producer of sugar testing not less than 
ninety degrees by the polariscope, from beets, 
sorghum, or sugar-cane grown within the United 
States or from maple sap produced within the 
United States, a bounty of two cents per pound; 
and upon such sugar testing less than 90 degrees 
by the polariscope, and not less than 80 degrees, 
a bounty of 1% cents per pound, under such rules 

d regulations as the Commissioner of Internal 

enue, with the approval of the Secretary of 
the Treasury, shall prescribe. 

In the case of imported sugars the House 
line of 16 Dutch standard, below which sugar 
is to be free, 1g adopted, but on higher grades 
the result was a compromise, as follows: 

All sugars above No. 16 Dutch standard in color 
shall puy a duty of five-tenths of one cent per 
— provided, that all rs above No. 16 

teh standard in color pay one-tenth of 
one cent per pound in additien to the rate herein 
provided for, when exported from or the product 
of any country when and so long as such country 
pays or shall hereafter pay, directly or indirectly, 
a bounty onthe exportation of any such sugar 
which may be included in this grade which is 


greater than is paid on raw sugars of a lower 
saccharine strength; and the Secretary of 


Treasury shall prescribe suitable 
rules and regulations to carry this 
provision into effect; and provided, further, that 
all machinery purchased abroad and erected in a 
beet sugar factory and used in the production of 
raw sugar in the United States from beets pro- 
duced therein shall be admittea duty free until 
July 1, 1892; provided, that any duty collected on 
any of the above-described machinery purchased 
abread and imported into the United States for 
the uses above indicated since Jan, 1, 1890, shall 
be refunded. 

On glucose the House rate of three-fourths 
of a cent a pound is retained. Whereas, the 
Senate provided that the sugar schedule and 
bounty provision was to take effect March 1 
next, the conference fixed upon April 1 as the 
date of operation, with a provision that No. 13 
sugar may be in the meantime refined in bond 
without duty. 

In the case of fresh or frozen fish from 
American fisheries, made free by both Houses, 
the conference has imposed the limitation that 
they must be caught by American vessels in 
fresh water. Other fish are made dutiable at 
three-fourths of a cent per pound, a split be- 
tween the House and Senate rate. 

The Duty on Binding Twine, 

On binding twine the rate is fixed at 7-10 
cent, but on other manilla cordage the rate is 
advanced from 1}¢ cents to 1% per pound, 
more than was agreed upon by either House. 

All of the paragraphs inserted by the Senate 
providing for a Customs Commission were 
stricken out by the conference. 

In the case of glass bottles, where the Senate 
reduced the rates, the conference adopted a 
medium, fixing the rates on sizes above one 
pint and more at 1 cent per pound, and on 
smaller sizes down to M- pint at 14¢ cents, and 
_on sizes below at 50 cents per gross. 

On plain pressed glassware a single rate of 
60 per cent is adopted instead of the nigher 
compound House rates, and the same is done 
in the case of cut and decorated glassware. 
The 45 per cent House rate struck out by the 
Senate on chemical glassware is reinstated. 

Sixty per cent is fixed for thin and heavy 
blown glass instead of the 10 and 40, and 5 and 
50 compound House rates struck out by the 
Senate» and so in the case of porcelain 
glasses, a uniform 60 per cent rate is estab- 
lished instead of the variable compound House 
rate based on size. ; 

On unpolished cylinder crown and window 
glass, where the Senate made an average re- 
duction of one-fourth cent, the conference 
adupted the medium of one-eighth cent re- 
duction, as well as the provision that 
each box shall contain fifty square feet. Spec-

UNCLE SAM COMPLAINS. 


CONTRACTORS CHARGED WITH IM- 
PORTING FOREIGN CARPENTERS. 


Moreland and Beaton Will Fight the First 
Case of This Kind in Chicago—North- 
western Railroad Employes Think the 
Road Wants to Break Up Their Organi- 

. zations—West Side Street-Car- Men Are 
Still Restless—Miscellaneous Labor News.

in the United States Circuit Court against 
Hugh D. Moreland and John G, Beaton, com- 
prising the firm of Moreland & Beaton, build- 
ers and contractors, to recover $1,000 damages 
under the law prohibiting importation of la- 
borers under contract from foreign countries. 

It was during the spring strike of the car- 
penters that the firm sent Abraham Knight to 
Canada to employ all the men he could and 
send them to Chicago. The information 
states that the defendants are citizens of the 
United States and that April 14, 1890, they 
encouraged and solicited the importa- 
tion and immigration ~ into the 
State of Patrick J. Phelan, an 
alien and foreigner and a resident of Huron 
County, Canada, Phelan is a subject of Great 
Britain, and he is no relative or member of 
the family of either of the defendants. The 
implied agreement between Phelan and the 
defendants was that he was to come.to. Chica- 
go and enter into the service of defendants as 
a laborer, and they were to pay him $9 a week. 
The industry he was to work at was not new 
as required by law, but was fully established 
prior to the contract made with Phelan. The 
statute under which this information is 
brought provides for a penalty of $1,000. This 
is the first case of its kind brought by the Dis- 
trict Attorney in this city. 


THE NORTHWESTERN COMPLICATIONS 


Employes Suspect That an Attack on Their 
Unions Is Contemplated. 

If general statements are any indication 
there are more serious grievances than a de- 
mand for an increase in pay back of the meet- 
ing of the general grievance committees of 
the engineers and conductors of the North- 
western. railway just finished in this city. An 
issue is likely to be raised in the near future 
that will overshadow all considerations of 
hours or wages. There is nothing a union 
man is more sensitive about than the integ- 
rity of his union, and if an attempt is made 
to destroy or injure it he will go to any length 
to defend it. 

Such seems to be the trouble on the North- 
western. This is rather a surprising state of 
affairs, as the Northwestern has always had 
the reputation of dealing with its men with 
much consideration and of promoting rather 
than opposing the organization of the em- 
employés in the train service. But now these 
men complain that many of them are being 
discharged without sufficient cause, and that 
no satisfactory reasons are assigned for their 
dismissal. The suspicion that this was done 
for the purpose of breaking up the various 
brotherhoods was. clinched by an utterance 
which is reported to have been recently made 
by a master mechanic of the. road to the dffect 
that he had orders to show no mercy to the 


men. ‘ 
Think It a Vanderbilt Line. 


The men suspect an understanding among 
the Vanderbilt lines, if not among railroad 
Presidents in general, to disrupt the unions, 
and the Northwestern is set down as a Vander- 
bilt line by the men in spite of the recent of- 
ficial statement that only one-tenth of its 
stock is held by the Vanderbilts, They say 
that President Hughitt was in Europe at the 
same time that Mr. Depew was and traveled 
with him and kept his company a great deal. 
They point to Mr. Depew’s absence during 
the New York Central strike and Mr. Webb’s 
management of it, and say that a parallel 
case exists onthe Northwestern, where Mr. 
Hughitt always treats them well, while the 
General Superintendent fulfills whatever un- 
pleasant duties have to be performed towards 
the men, 

In addition the men have received an im- 
pression that the management intends to in- 
troduce the system of requiring bunds from 
the conductors as the Milwaukee and North- 
ern does, to which the conductors object. 
Moreover the conductors want an increase in 
pay. The engineers are not asking any in- 
crease at present. 

Not in an Advantageous Position, 


The brotherhood“men are not in an advan- 
tageous position on the Northwestern. Its 
engineers, firemen, and brakemen, and most 
of the conductors are brotherhood men, and 
the switchmen belong to the Mutuel Aid 
Association, which is in the same class 
as the brotherhoods. The Federation of 
Railway Employés embraces all of these 
except the engineers, who have only regently 
formed an alliance with the conductors co- 
extensive only with the Northwestern system. 
If any trouble should occur these men would 
probably stand together. But they could not 
calculate on support from the men on the 
Union Pacific. In the recent New York Cen- 
tral strike the brotherhoods failed to come to 
the relief of the Knights of Labor. Should 
the brotherhoods get into trouble on the 
Northwestern the Knights of Labor would not 
assist them. This is of importance, as 
the Union Pacific is organised al- 
most entirely by the Knights of La- 
bor, being in fact the only district 
assembly of railroad men now in that order. 
The Northwestern and the Union Pacific are 
closely identified. A strike on one, however, 
under these forms of. organization, would not 
tie up the other, and hence would probably 
not be successful. The brotherhood lodges on 
the Northwestern would fall a comparatively 
easy preyeto an attempt to disrupt them, ow- 
ing to the hostility of the Knights of Labor. 
The engineers do not see this. They refuse 
to federate with the other branches of the 
service. But there are men who suspect 
a deep-laid plan to use the different 
organizations to defeat one another, tirst on 
the New York Central and then on the North- 
western and Union Pacific. This is mere 
‘speculation on the part of the men, but the 
circumstances are such that the truth cannot 
be learned, as the existence of such a combi- 
riation will be denied whether it was formed 
or not. It will require substantial proofs of 
good will to convince the men that their sus- 
picions are not well founded.

The inquest on the body of Alfred Richner, 
who was shot and killed by George R. Kessler 
Monday evening, was resumed in the Coroner’s 
office yesterday.

The President filled two important foreign 
missions today by the appointment of Gen. E. 
Burd Grubb of New Jersey as Minister to 
Spain and Representative E. H. Conger of 
Iowa as Minister to Brazil. Gen. Grubb is a 
leading Jerseyman and was the Republican 
candidate for Governor last year. He is a 
man of culture and will provea worthy suc- 
cessor to Minister Palmer. It is said the 
choice of another citizen of New Jersey fora 
mission so important foreshadows a future 
vacancy at Berlin, where William Walter 
Phelps is now stationed. Mr. Phelps has just 
returned on leave of absence, and the belief of 
his friends is that he will give up diplomacy 
as soon as the German Government removes 
ite restrictions on American meats and will 
reénter politics. 

The selection of Representative Conger for 
the Brazilian mission gives great satisfaction 
in the West. He has been one of the most 
popular members of the Iowa delegation and 
the news of his appointment called out many 
compliments from his colleagues. Mr. Con- 
ger is a native of Illinois and was born in 
Knox County in 1843. He graduated from 
Lombard University in the class of 1862, en- 
tered the army as a private in the One Hun- 
dred and Second Illinois, and came out as a 
Captain with the brevet rank of Major. He 
studied law at Galesburg and removed to 
Iowa in 1868. He held various local offices in 
Dallas County and served two terms as State 
Treasurer, beginning in 1880. Mr. Conger 
was elected‘to the Forty-ninth Congress and 
reélected to the Fiftieth and Fifty-first. He 
declined a renomination and was intending to 
retire to private life and engage in business 
pursuits.

DEVELOPING A GREAT FIELD. 


An Immense Tract of Honduras Land to 
Be Colonized, 

An enterprise involving the colonization and 
commercial development of a good-sized 
province has been maturing under the name 
of the American-Honduras company, with 
headquarters at Chicago. It will plant col- 
onies, build roads, dig harbors, erect light- 
houses, lay marine cables, and establish 
schools, all under its own supervision, 
without aid from any Government. The 
field of its operation is a tract 
more than twice as large as Rhode Island, 
abounding m valuable ods and dyestuffs 
and natural plantations of tropical fruits. The 
tract lies at the most northerly point of Hon- 
duras and was granted to on merican citi- 
zen, E. W. Perry, by the Honduran Govern- 
ment. The President of Honduras was a man 
of liberal views and conceived the idea of de- 
veloping his country by admitting to its un- 
occupied portion colonists with more in- 
telligence and push than his own coun- 
trymen. He been greatly aided 
by Mr. Perry and decided to combine the pay- 
ment of his obligations to the American with 
this colonization scheme. Acco ly, he 
made what is wn as Perry's Gran 
with the condition that the recipient should 
make internal improvements and admit honest 
and temperate colonists. The colonists were 
declared free from taxation and from duties 

and other privileges were be-

The country contains an exhaustless supply of 
valuable products. The transportation of 
fruit and other products to the United States 
will require but five days. 

Parties are to be sent out to erect factories 
for canning and preserving the wild fruit, and 
sawmills will be built. ey party of colonists is 
being organized in Chicago to leave about 
Jan. 1. Other parties of the same kind will be 
formed in other cities.

The London Standard, the leading Tory 
organ, is “pleased that Mr. John Moriey is de- 
termined to see things for himself in Ireland.

It is quite a 
different thing when Englishmen of the per- 
sonal worth and high distinction of Mr. Mor- 
ley and Mr. Illingworth are batoned and 
are hustled about in a cheering crowd 
by the officers of the law. Mr. 
Morley has been an 0officer of the 
Crown, a member of the Cabinet, the chief 
political lieutenant of the greatest English- 
man of the century. His only offense appears 
to have been that his presence evoked cheers 
from the assembled multitude. An Irish 
member who used to be a rebel, but who on 
accouht of the Morleys and the Gladstones 
and the Illingworths is now only a peaceful 
and constitutional agitator, called for three 
cheers for Morley. This was deemed suffi- 
cient excuse for the police mob to charge on 
Morley and his party. The police mobmen 
cannot plead ignorance of the personality of 
Mr. Morley. The cheers for him were called 
for and given before the batoning commenced, 
The whole affair was a-disgraceful exhibition 
of police brutalities by order from the Tory

THE LOTTERY AND THE EXPRESS COM- 
PANTIES, 


The reports from New Orleans show that the 
anti-lottery law already is operating in an en- 
couraging manner. The business in the reg- 
istry and money order departments has 
shrunk 30 to 40 per cent in the few days which 
have elapsed since the law went into effect. 
The postal inspectors calculate that the busi- 
ness of the post-office will fall off over two- 
thirds in the registry department and one- 
third in the general business, which is suffi- 
cient of itself to indicate the magnitude of the 
swindle as it was worked by the lottery 
sharks when the General Government was its 
mailing and banking agent. The mails are so 
thoroughly closed to them that they no longer 
seek to use them and have given notice to the 
Postmaster to that effect. 

In this emergency they have turned to the 
express companies and announce that they 
will use them instead of the mails. Here 
again they will strike a snag if the Govern- 
ment makes use of the power with which it 
has been invested by statute. The law bears 
directly upon this point so far as mail matter 
s concerned. Sec. 3,982 of the Revised Stat- 
utes provides: 

No person shall establish any private express 
for the conveyance of letters or packets or in any 
manner cause or provide for the conveyance of 
the same ‘by regular trips or at stated periods 
over any postroute which is or may be estab- 
lished by law. or from any city, town, or place to 
any other city, town, or place between which the 
mail is regularly carried, and every person so of- 
fending or aiding or assisting therein shall for 
each offense be liable to a penalty of $150. 


Sec. 3,984 further provides: 

No person shall transmit by private express or 
other unlawful means, or deliver to any agent of 
such unlawful express, or deposit or cause to be 
deposited at any appointed place, for the purpose 
of being transmitted, any letter or packet; and 
for every such offense the party offending shall be 
liable to a penalty of $50. ä 

Sec. 8,993 provides that letters inclosed in 
stamped envelopes with sufficient postage and 
properly sealed may bé conveyed otherwise 
than by mail, but the same section also pro- 
vides that the Postmaster-General may sus- 
pend the operation of this section upon any 
mail route where the public interest may re- 
quire such suspension.” Congress unques- 
tionably has sufficient power to follow the 
swindlers and rout them out of the express 
companies under the statutes and under the 
Inter-State Commerce law. The best legal 
authority is of opinion that any express com- 
pany can be prohibited under that law from 
carrying a lottery ticket or money for a lottery 
across a State line. In any event, even if it 
cannot, then it will necessitate the passage of 
another law by Congress prohibiting inter- 
State commerce in lottery tickets. There will 
be no let up in the struggle with these swin- 
dlers. If they want to carry on their nefarious 
business they will have to confine it to the 
State of Louisiana. The other States have the 
right to be protected against the Lotisiana 
pestilence, and will be even if it takes an 
amendment to the National Constitution for- 
bidding lotteries. ;

A CYCLE OF RAILROAD DISASTERS. 

The advocates of the theory that casualties 
as well as crimes and other extraordinary 
events in the world follow each other in cycles 
through the operation of some mysterious law 
will find fresh confirmation of their theory in 
the remarkable succession of railroad dis. 
asters which have occurred during the last few 
weeks. During the first seven months of the 
year there were but very few of these disasters 
and they occurred at long intervals of time. 
So few were they indeed that the record gave 
promise of a year marked by exceptionally 
loss of life on railroads, On the 15th of 
August, however, there was a serious collision 
on the Michigan Central road at Augusté, 
Mich., by which three persons were killed and 


eight injured, and from that time to the pres- 


ent there has been scarcely a day in which a 
disastrous railroad wreck has not occurred. 
From the 16th to the 30th of August there were 
nine wrecks, the most serious being the derail- 
ment of atrain on the Old Colony road at 
Quincy, Mass., by which twenty-one were 
killed and twenty-six injured, and the disaster 
on the Mount Penn Gravity road at Reading, 
Pa., three days later, by which seven were 
killed Ae injured. In these nme 
ously injured.

business. One by one his competitors were 
forced to leave, either by intimidation or by 
actual violence. The first trouble with 
French began in 1882, when French sold land 
in which Eversole claimed an interest and re- 
fused to share with him. Bad blood increased 
when Eversole sold out to French, agreeing 
not to go into business for a year, and then 
violated his agreement. In 1886 Eversole 
and his friends began to threaten 
French. Wagons conveying goods to 
his store were intercepted, and one 
night the gang went to French’s house with 
the intention of killing him, but he escaped 
and went to an adjoining county. A friend of 
French was waylaid and killed, this being 
the first murder growing out of the feud. 
French then armed himself and his friends 
likewise. In 1887 three more of French’s 
friends were waylaid and killed. In April, 
1888, Joseph Eversole and his friend Combs 
were shot from ambush by the French 
party. In July of that year two more of the 
Eversole faction were added to the red list. 
After the death of Joseph, George Eversole, 
his brother, County Judge, took the leader- 
ship and proposed an arbitration, to which 
French consented, but it came to naught 
by the perfidy of Eversole. An armed neu- 
trality was then observed until October, 
1888, when another French adherent was 
killed. Hostilities now were renewed, 
and half a dozen more on either side 
were killed. It is needless to say that the 
authorities did not interfere when one of the 
leaders was the County Judge himself. At last 
the whole county was in such a condition of 
terror that appeals were made to the Governor, 
and a Judge of more than ordinary courage 
was sent down there, supported by a battalion 
of troops.
